GERMAN BATTLESHIP BADLY DAMAGED 


Peace Terms 
Not Revealed 
At Compiegne 


But Hostilities To Continue Until Six Hours | 
After Pact With Italy Also Signed— 
French Envoys Leave For Rome 


NEW YORK, June 22.—A National Broadcasting Com- 
pany report from Compiegne said today an armistice has 
been signed between Germany and France. 

The broadcast was received here jointly by NBC and 
Columbia Broadcasting System. It said the armistice was 
signed at 6:50 p.m. (9:50 a.m. M.S.T.). 

William L. Shirer, CBS correspondent, in a_ special 
broadcast from the Compiegne forest announced the sign- 


ing. 


The armistice, the broadcast said, would not take ef- 
fect until six hours after Italy has reached an armistice 
with France. 


The French plenipotentiaries who agreed to the armis- 
tice are leaving by plane for Rome, the announcer said. 


Armistice Terms Not Disclosed 


Terms of the armistice have not been disclosed. 

The armistice was reported signed by Col.-Gen. Wilhelm 
Keitel, chief of the German high command, for Germany, 
and General Charles Huntziger for France, head of the 
French delegation. 


William C. Kerker, the NBC reporter with the Ger- 
man forces, declared in his broadcast that the terms would 
not be revealed until the Italo-French armistice has been 
effected and may not be made public then for some time. 


Kerker said that hostilities between France and the 
German-Italian armies would cease six hours after the Italo- 
French pact signing. 


French Envoys Fly To Rome 


He added that the French emissaries left at once for) 
Rome in a plane flown by a German pilot. They will seek a 
French-Italian settlement as quickly as possible. 

Kerker said Adolf Hitler was not at Compeigne for the | 
signing. 

Col.-Gen. Keitel spoke for the German delegation and 
General Huntziger for the French. 


General Huntziger signed for the French in the two- 
minute ceremony, the report said.. One of the French 
delegates wept. 


Col.-Gen. Keitel addressed the French with a few 
words in tribute to the French dead. He requested all mem- 
bers of the French and German delegations to rise in respect | t 
for the soldier déad. 


The Compiegne negotiations lasted 27 hours and 20 
minutes. They were conducted in several sessions between 
the delegations and long telephone calls on a special line to 
the French government at Bordeaux.

International law having given place 
to anarchy in Europe and thievery being 
the order of the day, Russia has taken pos- 
session of Lithuania, Latvia and Estonia. 
Nothing further is necessarily implied 
than an urge to grab while the grabbing 
is good. 

But a good deal more may be implied, 
and , “obably is. If Russia did not seize 
the tern.tory Germany would. Holding it, 
the Nazis would control the upper Baltic, 
could threaten Leningrad by land and sea, 
and would have a jumping-off place for a 
drive to recover east Poland—which Rus- 
gia snatched from them unexpectedly— 
and invade the Ukraine in keeping with 
the program laid down by Herr Hitler in 
Mein Kampf. 

It is only wishful dreaming to imagine 
this is a first step on the part of Russia 
toward joining the Allies and making war 
against the economic partner. Stalin is 
playing a lone hand, has from the first, 
and will to the end. He doesn’t care who 
wins the war. His concern is to grab 
what he can and keep his army intact—to 
fight Germany if he has to, or to grab 
some more if opportunity offers. 


Making Real Headway 


Figures given in parliament show 
Canada now has 113,000 men under arms, 
26,000 oversea, while 30,000 are being re- 
eruited for the 3rd and 4th Divisions, 
and 40,000 are to be called up immediately 
for home defence, Enlistments are going 
on at the rate of 800 a day, and produc- 
tion is now providing rifles and personal 
equipment for 1,200 a day. 

There is scarcity of guns, machine- 
guns, tanks and airplanes, due largely to 
the shutting off of British supplies and the 
urgent demand there for all these wea- 
pons as yet procurable. Six hundred 
men are in training for the air force and 
1,100 more have been called, while 15,000 
are engaged in carrying on the training 
courses. We have twice as many war 
vessels as when the war began, and more 
than 7,000 men in that branch. 

Measured against tRe critical situation 
that has developed oversea within the last 
two months, these forces are pitifully in- 
sufficient. Measured against our position 
a@ year ago, what has been accomplished 
gives confidence that Canada can and will 
prove equal to the added responsibilities 
thrust upon it by the disaster in France. 
What we have done hints—but only hints 
—what we can do, 


More Back-Stabbing? 


The Canadian-Australian liner Niagara 
was sunk by a mine in the Tasman Sea, 
several hours after leaving Auckland. This 
time factor means that the vessel was 
well out of New Zealand waters and in the 
open sea. 

That German mine-laying submarines 
have ventured so far afield is extremely 
unlikely, The almost necessary inference 
is that the mine and the others recovered 
by sweepers were laid by some Italian mer- 
chant vessel—before Italy entered the 
war; an inference strictly in keeping with 
the Mussolini code of honor and the Nazi 
“fifth column” Nor- 
way, Holland and Belgium, 

That it was an Allied and not a neutral 
ship which met disaster was pure chance. 
It might as easily have been a. United 
States liner or a merchant vessel flying 
any other non-belligerent flag. And if 
the Tasman Sea, why not any part of any 
other ocean in which Fascist trading 
ships have been doing business? 

What the neutrals have to ask them- 
selves is where their vessels 
and freighters can go without danger of 
running into a mine planted by Italian 
merchant ships, which until two weeks ago 
were ploughing the seven seas as Buppos- 
edly innocent traders. 


The Big Bend Highway

While plans for an official opening of 
the Jasper-Banff highway have been 
called off, the Government of British Col. 
umbia and a committee of the residenis 
of Revelstoke will mark the completion of 


the Big Bend highway on June 29th by a 
celebration to be held at Boat Encamp- 
ment. 

Construction of this road fills in the 
gap bewteen Golden and Revelstoke and 
completes the Trans-Canada highway’s 
western section from Calgary to Vancou- 
ver, thus providing an all-Canadian route 
through the mountains, Boat Encamp- 
ment is at the tip of the Big Bend of the 
Columbia, where the Canoe river empties 
into that stream. 

If an Edmonton motorist wants to be 
present when this ‘missing link” is form- 
ally declared to be no longer missing, he 
will have to drive south to Calgary, west 
to Golden and north to Boat Encampment, 
a distance of approximately 500 miles. 
And when he gets there he will ‘be just 
55 miles in a straight line southwest of 
the town of Jasper. A resident of Jasper 
will have to drive something more than 
350 miles to attend a function 55 miles 
from home. 

These figures show very pointedly 
where the next mountain highway-build- 
ing should be done; west and south from 
Jasper to Boat Encampment, or alterna- 
tively to connect with the Kamloops high- 
way at Blue River. This becomes the 
“missing link” in the new layout of moun- 
tain highways, Until that gap is bridged 
Edmonton will be just about as far from 
Vancouver by motor as it has been in the 
past. Any saving in distance—if there is 
any saving in distance by using the Trans- 
Canada—will be offset by the paved high- 
ways to be reached by crossing the line 
and travelling through Montana, Idaho 
and Washington. 

Whenever mountain highway-building 
can be resumed, the extension of the 
Jasper highway to tap the Trans-Canada 
should come first on the program. 


Parliament took three days to pass 
the bill requiring “all persons to place 
themselves, their services and their pro- 
perty at the disposal of His Majesty,” 
with which principle all parties agreed at 
the outset.

The lesson to be learned from this disaster is 
that defense begins internally and not with guns. 
It begins with unity. But unity must be mob- 
ilized around something concrete. It cannot be 
created by sermonizing about its virtues. People 
unite for a common purpose and for a common 
activity, You cannot, for instance, unite for a 
common grab except a common grab of some 
outsider’s property. A common grab within is a 
contradiction of terms, 

A defense program must be for defense of a 
policy and an objective. Otherwise the guns we 
forge may be used one of these days for pur- 
poses we who build them never dreamed. We 
speak of “defending the Western Hemisphere.” 
But defending what Western Hemisphere? A 
political and economic policy ,a philosophy of 
politics, must be created, in order that one may 
know what one is defending. 

As things are now in the Western Hemis- 
phere, it will be as difficult to defend it as it 
was for France and Britain to defend the sep- 
arate states of Poland, Rumania, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Belgium. Does anything really tie 
North and South America together except fear? 
That is a very ' weak foundation on which to 
build—fear. At present the South American 
States are afraid of losing their European mar- 
kets, and tomorrow many of them will be 
scrambling to switch into line with whatever 
policy Hitler wants. 

The lesson of Europe is that a unity can be 
defended, but not a political association that may 
at any moment dissolve by the mere change in 
a Premier, The Balkan States were wedded to 
Germany not by loans, which can at any 
moment be repudiated by a sovereign State, but 
by the most intricate web of economics in terms 
of real things, not money. As it turns out, Hitler 
is getting all the money that the British and 
French lent their allies. The Turks were and 
still are the allies of Great Britain. But their 
guns, even if paid for in English pounds, were 
purchased in the Skoda Works, formerly belong- 
ing to Czeci.o-Slovakia and now in German 
hands, and the ammunition for those guns had 
to be purchased in Germany. 


* + ae 
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Germany created the real interest in the Bal- 
kans. The Allies created transitory political 
allianmve and easily soluble financial dependen- 
cies. 

Therefore, if we mean to defend Pan- 
America we must have a Pan-America. And 
that involves a very great and difficult program. 
The Europe that a victorious Hitler will create 
will be a European customs union, with a man- 
aged currency, and it is going to be very difficult 
to compete with in this world. We certainly 
cannot confront that system with anything less 
well welded together, 

Pan-America means a customs and currency 
union and a common army and navy. It means 
a common economic policy toward the rest of 
the world. It means making our economies com- 
plementary rather than competitive. These 
things are possible, and not only possible, but 
offer the only hope for the establishment in the 
Americas of a real “New World.” 
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But such a program would mean being able 
to throw off our old habits of thinking. It would 
certainly mean that we must industrialize this 
country much more than it is industrialized at 
present, and greatly increase its population by 
immigration. For we shall have to eat South 
American products, and there are not enough of 
us to eat them, We certainly ere not going to be 
abit to buy them and throw them in the ocean. 
You cannot go against nature like this. 

We failed to make a system of collective poli- 
tics! and economic security to protect the 
scheme of things that we had after tne last wai 
This column has consistently maintajned that it 
would be a thousand times easier to protect the 
European democracies by all holding together 
than to adjust ourselves to what would follow 
if they collapsed. But that is all water under 
bridges now, except for the last heroic stand of 
Britain with the aid of whatever we can send 
her. We should send her everything we have, 
because she is using her men and material 
against the only force on earth that threatens us 
from the Atlantic side.

It must be admitted, however, 
that in the light of what has come within the 
past month, and of the desperately grave situa- 
tion which exists today, and which must con- 
tinue for some time, the whole position must be 
considered differently. Quite properly, we 
think, the Government has referred the Defence 
regulations to an important committee of Par- 
liament.

On This Date

In this column on Monday last, when deal- 
ing with the reluctance of Rt. Hon, R, L. Borden 
to accept the G.C.M.G., offered him by the 
British government, I mentioned that Mr. Wil- 
frid Laurier had, in 1897, been also compelled to 
become a knight against his own inclination, The 
Canadian prime minister had gone to London 
for Queen Victoria’s diamond jubilee, Earlier 
in the year he had explicitly and emphatically 
declined a knighthood. But “now” (to quote 
Dr. L. J. Skelton), “the offer came in embar- 
rassing guise. It had been planned by Lord 
Aberdeen and Sir Donald A. Smith, who was 
himself about to be induced to accept a peerage. 
Sir Donald informed Mr. Laurier of the proposal 
shortly after he reached England. Mr. Laurier 
strongly objected, insisted he must decline. Sir 
Donald, and later Mr. Chamberlain declared that 
1 sal would disarrange the whole jubilee 
scheme, that no other premier would be 
considered representative and that it would be 
discourteous to the Queen to decline an offer 
which had already received her approval, and 
had already been intimated to the public. Iryj- 
tated by what he considered officiousness on 
Smith’s part, but not wishing to mar the har- 
mony of the jubilee week by a refusal, Mr. 
Laurier assented. He had not even the usual 
excuse, for Madame Laurier had no desire to be- 
come her lady ) 

And so it was that on June 22, 1897, the Lon- 
don Gazette contained the announcement that 
the prime mirister of Canada was no longer 
Wilfrid Laurier; the “democrat to the hilt,” (his 
own words a few months before) became Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, G.C.M.G. Four years later he 
wrote to a political ally: 

“I have often had occasion to realize that the 
conferring of a title on me was a serious political 
error and I have never ceased to regret it.” 

And this was after Sir Wilfrid had twice re- 
fused to accept a peerage sought to be forced 
upon him by Lord Minto. 

Finally, in 1918, when W. F. Nickle proposed 
the abolition of all titles upon Canadians, Sir 
Wilfrid said: 

“If my friends will join me, I am quite pre- 
pared if we can do jt without any disrespect to 
the Crown of England, to bring our titles to the 
market place and make a bonfire of them.”

June 22nd marks the beginning of 
summer. And with the heat of 


summer usually comes an intensifi- | 
cation of such perspiration troubles | 
as excessive sweating and offensive | 


perspiration. 
Excessive perepiration or 
presence of a perspiration having an 


unpleasant odor, are symptoms 
which may be found existing to- 
gether or they may be _ found 
separately. 


The technical name given to a dis- 
order of the sweat glands causing 
offensiveness of the perspiration is 
bromidrosis. Popularly the symp- 
tom is known as “B.O.” or “Body 
Odor.” 

The symptom in itself suggests 
Jack of body cleanliness, and while 
it may be due to so simple a cause, 
it may also occur among those who 
maintain a most scrupulous cleanli- 
ness of the person. 

Occasionally offensiveness of the 


| perspiration may be due to a toxic 
| state of the body, or it may be due 


| to infecti 


»n of the sweat glands with 
the bacillus foetidus. In some in- 
stances the disagreeable odor is the 
outcome of using certain foods, such 
as garlic, onions, or asparagus. In 
other cases it follows the taking of 
such substances as sulphur, musk 
asafetida, and so on. 

This functional disorder of the 
sweat glands is most likely to affect 
the glands under the arms, or those 
of the feet. 

Excessive perspiration, known as 


hyperidosis, is also a functional dis- 


order affecting the sweat glands, 


causing them to throw out perspira- | 


tion in increased amounts. As a 
symptom, the excessive perspiration 
may remain localized in certain

| areas, such as under the arms, in the 
| palms of the hands, about the soles 
of the feet, or on the face or scalp, 
or it may affect most of the body 
Profuseness of perspiration may 
uch conditions as neur- 
tuberculosis, gout,

choice. Various ointments are com- 


monly used in the suppression of 


the perspiration, such as tannic 
acid ointment and ichthyol oint- 
ment. Various solutions are also 


used, such as a solution of chromic 
acid and a solution of quinine in 
ecu de cologne. In cases which are 
severe it is advisable to talk over 
your problem with your physician 
and rely upon his directions.
